. The object of placing people in jails and prisons is not only to 
punish-but to reform them, and any confinémient which does not aé 
complish that object is worse than a failure. The vast majority of 
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could easily keep out of such places if he would, but that he will 
hardly be frée for a week before he will be on the road back again. 

Confinement, therefore, amounts to nothing. It should be ac- 
“jcompanied by work, and: hard work. Every prisoner should be 
made to get up early, work. steadily, and if he will not work, he 
should be so punished that he will change his mind. If the poliey 
was adopted it would not be long before the number of regular jail 
boarders in California would matrially decrease. 

How should the men be worked? Why, the roads alone will give 
plenty of occupation for years to come. The prisoners woud be much 
healthier, and really much better satisfied, and they would be vastly 
improved morally as well as physically, but the present system that 
is almost universal in California is an outrage, one evrybody is con- 
cerned from every point of view. It is wrong because it converts 
prisoners into loafers, and makes the prisons so agreeable that it is 
no punishment to most of their inmates to, be confined there. Again 
it is an imposition upon the taxpayers tq make them support a lot of 
loafers who could very easily work; and finally it increases crime 
because it being no punishment leads to a repitition of the acts that 
have landed the prisoner in the jail the first time. If the prisoner 
has a family he should be forced to do something to support it, and 
some allowance for his work can be made for that purpose. This is 
done now in some cases, but it should be the general rule. The pres- 
ent system is one of the worse that could be devised and cannot be 
too strongly condemned. 


THE NEW METHOD 


It was notable at the meeting of the Republicans at Martinez last 
week that, as the News remarked, no candidats were mentioned. 
The same phenomenon was obsetved &t*the San Diego gathering: 
and the other parties are as a rule following the same tactics. The 
fact is worthy of mention, and in such a decided departure from the 

old time methods that it is well termed a phenomenon. 
: The reason, however, is evident. “The endorsement of a candi- 
date for any placé would not be a help te. that candnidate but would 
& vertible injury. The candidate must be named by the people 
at the primaries, and to have a convention name anyone would at 
oliée place the stigma of béssism upon the candidate, would create 
the impression that he was‘the representative ofa certain click and 
therefore instead of helping the candidacy of* the endorsee would 

hurt it. 

The parties in future, so far as their gatherings are concerned, 
will endorse no one. They will hold conventions to ‘prepare for 
& campaign, to announee the party’s policy, to stimulate interest 
in the cause, but they will be silent on the question of individual 
candidates. The people will do the choosing. It will then be im- 
possible for anyone to claim that any special organization, or aggre- 
gation, has selected the candidate because everyone can be a candi- 
date who choose to run, and as everyone is free to present his name 
to the voters , the fact that a man is a candidate simply means that 
he wants the place himself, and it is up to the voters to say whether 
they want him as the leader of their party. That is the wisest and 
best policy. That is the course of all others that makes for the 
freedom of the people, and at the same time it frees the leaders of 
the party, because all parties and all organizations must have leaders 
——it frees the leaders of the responsibility of the past when they were 
eriticised for the leaders they selected, and even if they acted patriot- 
ieally and wisely they were often disappointed. This time if the can- 
didate is nominated and elected the responsibility for the first rests 


SECRECY IN DIVORCE 


The brother of Senator Lee F. Gates of Los Angeles sued his 
wife for divorce. Being the brother of a senator and himself a 
deputy sheriff the papers in the case were locked up by a compla- 
eent county clerk in his safe, and only the number of the case ap- 
peared on the record. Then when the case came up for a hearing 
the senator took the stand and testified for his brother. But a 
great surprise awaited the pair of brothers: the judge declined to 
hear the case or grant the divorce until Mrs. Gates was present and 
he had heard her testimony, and he issued an order that there should 
be no locking up of papers in any future divorce cases that was to be 
tried before him. 

The position of the judge was entirely correct. Divorces should 
never be heard in private, and unless the judge is absolutely sure 
that the other party to the suit cannot possibly be reached no divorce 
should be granted until both sides have been heard. It is said that 
the average time consumed in hearing the testimony and granting 
a deeree in divorce cases is not over ten minutes for the state. It 
is evident that if that be the case, that almost all cases are collusions, 
and although the law expressly forbids any agreement between the 
parties, it is evident that very few judges observe the law . 

But if divorces are to be rushed through with lightning speed 
they should at least be public and any such tactics as the Gates 
family engaged in in Los Angeles should not be allowed for a moment. 
All should inthe first place be treated alike by the courts and aside 
from that justice to all parties cancerned demand that the utmost 
publicity should be given the fact of the divorce although the cireum- 
stances should not very often be allowed into print. Unfortunately, 
however, we have all the nauseating details, when there are any 
given with full details, and filthy particulars, but in other cases the 
divorces are’ often granted so quietly that none, even one of the 
parties interested knows anything of the matter. The divorce ques- 
tion is rapidly getting to be an evil that will demand some radical 
legislation on the subject. It was not worse, or more prevalent 
among the old Romans and Egyptians.
